The XJnitod States preHciitH txu ex- 
traordinary anomaly— probiiljly not 
unparallelod, but certainly iiniiosei- 
blo in any other country in iho ycarol 
grace 1867. The huge intornooino war, 
involving such an oxponditnro ol 
treasure, had much to do in laying tho 
foundations ot short-Bightcd , legisla- 
tion. The eagerness with which 
whilom ScorotarioB of tho Treasury 
at Washington availed thorasolves ol 
any moans , of raising roveono, per- 
fectly rogardlesB of results, exchanged 
a proteoiivo for a prohibitory Bystem, 
which hi H buoti purcuod till Mr Mc- 
Culloch, moro pati ioiic or moro honeat 
than his i)rcdeccf-Bor in oilico, raised 
his warning voico to 'point out Ihu 
Blippory ii clinc over which his coun- 
try is hurrying on lo coininoroial ruin. 
There :8 only ono inHlaiico to which 
WO can point, as illuHlrating tiiis 
suiuidal policy; and considoriiif; iho 
wonderful intolligonco and usually lar- 
seoing enterprise ol the Amoriean 
people, it is anything but a parallel 
worthy of the people that boaat a 
■Washington and a Franklin as tho 
founders of their greatness- it is tho 
Chine=o. This people had made ex- 
traordinary progrees in the arts and 
sciences long before the AnglovSax">n 
race was in • existence, but owinji 'o 
iho egregious mistake ot their rulers 
in Phutlingoul all in'ercourfeo with other 
nations, by tho imposition of prohibit, 
ory duties, the}' reduced ihomsclvot) to 
the pitiable condition of sorls, wholly 
dependent on ihcir own produclioiis 
for tho moans ot exifiU'ni.o, and wore 
thus coniiiellcd to lui n llieir whole 
altonlion to husbandry in order to 
procure tubeisicnco lor tho rapidly in- 
creasing population. Tho arts and 
sciendea languished from all moans ol 
comparison with improvements in 
other countries being oxcluacd ; and, 
from being iu tho van of enlighteu. 
mont, ihoy aro at tho present day 
many centuries behind almost every 
other peoplo in' the march of improve- 
ment.. That theirs will over be tho 
fate of the American 'people wo do not 
for a moment think probable; but the 
primal cause of their stoppage in the 
useful arts has predominalod ho ur,i. 
versally in American polilics, that de- 
cadence in comiuercial status is boi 
coming painfully apparent in the 
Union ; and Mi' iMeL'ulloch, tu his 
honor bo it i^aid, is the lirsl to indicate 
the impending confCqiiences ol con- 
tinued prohibitory larills. Tho JS'ew 
York Times, in an article on 17ih 
December lust, says :

Thny are liqiiidaiing aa en- 
ormous public debt by vupt inptulmonls nut 
of n surplus revenue greater than has evtr 
been raised in any other couutry.- Tho tiuK- 
ation incidental lo this achieveniftnt they are 
enduring wilbout any of tho irnpalieneo cx- 
hildtiid unHer snob burdens in tlin Stales of 
tlie Old World. They aro {u>yiiiK niore 
taxes, wo should iniugino, limn any people 
ever paid, and pnyiiiir Iheni easily. Fnr all 
ihiB, however, they do not escnfic without 
HufToHng.' The lii^cidi'nce ol taxation lia.s 
been BO 'regulated — perhaps, under tho cir- 
euniBtanoes, unavoidably— us to involve high 
protectivq'dutiea'in alinoal erery branch (.f 
inanulacturo of trade ; but ihisnystem, ihonah 
it is eagerly advoeated and pironously de- 
fended by ctTtuin ela.ssofl, is steadily under- 
mining the couiniercial posilioii of the nation. 
High duties make every ihiuL' dear, and niosi 
things bad. The actual weiiltli of llie Uni- 
ted 8iatea in articles of raw maierial is in- 
credibly great, but the value ol the.'>o ro- 
ources has been so impaired by a protective 
|ioliey that the peoplo are Insing the C(ini - 
iiiereial advantage,*, which would olhcrwia' 
be theirs. Tho Secretary oftho Trea.sury, in 
his lost Report, has been at the pains ot de- 
monstrating the fact in the hope of ilnpre.«^- 
ing upon Congre.sa the necessity of tiiiiuly 
reform. 

That an immediuto changu in the financial 
policy of the United Slates will bo abeolululy 
necessary, requires no excessive iiitelleciual 
gill to divine, and tho only questions lo oolvo 
will bo whether tho commercial preponder- 
iinee once po.st^esaed by tho American people 
will ever he regained, and how many years 
will elapse ere this onvled positioa is reached, 
and now many millioDB of dollnrs aro lost to 
tho Amerioab people forever tbroagh their 
retrogade policy ? To persevere in the iin- 
position ot probibitory ciulies will not only 
destroy their commeroe, it will also loss lo the 
United Stales that political status that has 
made her flag respected thioughoul the world; 
iind conliiiin;^ the ntleniioii of jxilitic.il tid 
venturor.s in lionie inlrigue.s, produce itileriiul 
agitation, probably resulting in the dismption 
of tho greatest moilern re[inbli(;. This wiuild, 
indeed, bo a nii^slortuue for the world at 
largo. The institutions ot the United State:< 
have been heretofore held up by all reformers 
(if the Old World as models of psrfection ; 
iheir failure would afloid argumeuts of which 
despotism and tyranny would readily avail 
ihamselves.
